Bvory cook 
should have a generous supply of to- 
mato ketchup, chili sauce, and well- 
blonded meat sauces. With the aid 
of these, and porhnps a bit of onion 
Juice, a surprising new dish that 
will please any husband can be creat- 
ed In Just a few minutes. 

Beefsteak pie never falls to tempt 
even the most critical appetite, and 
offers an excellent method for using 
the remnants of yesterday's steak or 
roast. This is an easy way to make 
It: 

Beefsteak Pie 
Cut remnants of steak or roast Into 
one inch cubes. Cover with boiling 
water, add a chopped onion and one 
teaspoon of beefsteak sauce and cook 
slowly for one-half hour. Add one- 
fourth cup tomato ketchup, and thick- 
en with flour diluted with cold water. 
Season with salt and pepper, and 
add diced potatoes which have been 
parboiled for eight minutes in boil- 
ing salted water. Pour Into a butter-

Two Nurses Are Now Giv« 

ing Their Services To 

School Children 
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Among the HtartlliiR facts recently 
made public by the local county 
nu'rao i» that then? arc about 100 resi- 
dents of Lake county who arc under 
suspicion for tuberculosis, 75 being 
active patients and the remaining 
325, suspects, who by the way, arc 
living In the same homes with those 
who nre afflicted with the disease. 
Xmas 8eal Returns Well Utilized 
The services of this nurse are pos- 
sible only through the financial aid 
resulting from the sale of Christmas 
seals sponsored each year by school 
children and good health enthusiasts. 
Needless to say there arc many per- 
ents, who, duo to lack of statistics 
and Indifference, are unaware of the 
benefits their children receive from 
the sen-Ices of this nurse and Ignor- 
ant of the magnitude of her work. 
Last year she made 101 visits to 
rural schools,, examined 1764 school 
children, held 10 free chest clinics, 
sponsored 259 examinations by n phy- 
sician In free chest cllnlca, made 1735 
calls upon patients, and sent 8 chil- 
dren to a summer camp for 9 weeks. 
Second Nurse Made Possible 
Duo to the Increased number of 
stamps sold last year and the con- 
fidence placed In the generosity of the 
poople this year, a second nurse be- 
gan her duties In Lake county on 
October 1. Through the concerted 
efforts of the two nurses, 1500 pupils 
In 15 grade schools have already been 
examined and before long it Is ox- 
B pected that the remaining 85 schools 
{ will have been covered. 

More Nurses Needed 
In order that the campaign against 
the ravages of tuberculosis In this 
'• county may bring more thorough and 
extensive results In health education- 
al work, more nurses are needed. 
j Likewise additional funds ure need- 
ed for separate rooms In the county 
hospital for children who are brought 
there, victims of the dreaded dis- 
ease. This provision Is nocessary.. 
I according to physicians, due to the 
I fact that children who are afflicted 
.are more easily curable than are 
adults.

Walter Atwell 
Walter Atwell was born In Somer- 
setshire, England, on February 14, 
1847, and died nt Lake Villa, 111., 
Nov. 10, 1929. He came to the Unit- 
ed States in December, 1871, landing 
in the city of Chicago, where many 
buildings had fallen In ruins a few 
months before: from there, ho went 
to Wnukegan, coming out to Fox 
Lake with a mail carrier by the name 
of Elley. He 'visited with Mr. and 
Mrs. James Atwell on what Is now 
known as the Chesney farm. He 
worked for Edwin Wilton and Peter 
Blunt near Petite lake, later going to 
Gurnee, where ho worked for Nelson 
Marsh. 

After three years spent In America, 
he returned to England nnd on May 
17, 1875, ho was united In marriage 
to Ellen Sophia Ellsbury Chlnn. On 
May 11, 1881, with hlB wife and two 
children, he landed in America 
again; after spending some time with 
Mr. and Mrs. James Atwell, they 
moved to Gurnee. After working for 
a year there, they moved to a farm 
between Fox Lake and Monavllle, 
where they lived until March 189S, 
when they moved to Rollins, where 
his wife died on Jan. 24. 1899. 

He then moved back to Monavllle 
where he spent the rest of his life; 
on August 21, 1900, he was married to 
Isabclle Hill and on Nov. 6, 1929, she 

died. 

Mr. Atwell was a kind husband, 
father, neighbor, and friend. He 
leaves to mourn his loss his' five chil- 
dren, Fred, Henry, and Arthur, of 
Lake Villa; William of Mundeleln, 
and Mrs. Chas. Wilson, Zenda, Wis.; 
and seven grandchildren, besides 
other relatives and many warm 
friends who will miss his kind greet- 
ings and cherry smiles. 

Funeral services were held at the 
Methodist church In Lake Villa and 
his body laid to rest In East Fox 
Lake cemetery.

IRELAND'S north const, shared by 
counties belonging to tho stnto of 
Northern Ireland and bjr territory 
of tho Irish Free* State,' Is n pic- 
turesque portion of the Kmernld Islo. 
Parts of tho region havo been bones 
of contention between the two stntes, 
and the former Ulster counties of 
Monoghon, Donegal nnd Cnvan have 
been added to the Free State. 

Ulster, In the northeastern corner of 
the Island, Is In the odd position of 
being n part of Ireland which Is In 
largo part not Irish. Three hundred 
years ngo the British king, James I. 
with tho desire to Anglicize a part of 
Ireland, decided to "plant" a colony 
of English nnd Scotch. What Is known 
as the Ulster Plantation followed. 

Tho original plan of the king.' was 
to havo English settlers dominant in' 
Ulster; but ho also permitted the 
Scotch to participate. English settlers 
wero not easily Interested, however, 
while tho Scotch flocked In, making 
the Plantation domlnnntly Scottish. 
By 1000 the population of Ulster con- 
sisted of some 80,000 Inhabitants of 
Scotch blood, 5,000 of English ances- 
try, nnd 40,000 Irish. Altogether prob- 
ably about 100,000 Scotsmen moved, 
to Ulster. Tho English were soon 
merged with the Scotch but the Irish 
nnd Scotch strains remained almost 
entirely Independent. 

Ulster differs economically from the 
rest of Ireland. Either the Scotch Im- 
migrants had a greater propensity 
toward Industry or their economic 
conditions were more favorable. At 
any rate Ulster has become the marked 
Industrial region of Ireland while the 
remainder of the country, save* In the 
lnrger cities, has not followed this 
line of development. 

There Is a religious difference, too. 
between North and South Ireland. 
Ireland, Including Ulster, was Cath- 
olic. The Scotch Immigrants brought 
their Presbyterian religion with them 
nnd It became firmly rooted. Tho Eng- 
lish government favored the estab- 
lished Church of England nnd this Is 
nls'o strong In Ulster. Tho Presbyter- 
Inns nnd the Episcopalians combined 
today tip the scale In Ulster to the 
side of Protestantism. But tho margin 
Is not great. 

Along the Border. 

The present border between the 
Irish Free Stnto and tho State of 
Northern Ireland, created In 1020 nnd 
1021, extends through a rather rough 
country. Dunilollc on tho cast coast, 
Is just south of the line. Near this 
city Is one of tho passes through the 
hills used since earliest times In Ire- 
land; and because of this situation 
Dundnlk's neighborhood has been the 
scene of numerous battles. Farther 
west the boundary touches the long, 
deep valley In which lies Lough Erne, 
tho longest nnd the second largest 
lako In Ireland. The Island's largest 
luke, Lough Ncagh, lies In the heart 
of Ulster east of Belfast. 

Formerly Ulster consisted of the 
northern tier of counties from const 
to coast When the two self-governing 
stntes were formed, however, Donegal, 
largest of tho Ulster counties, occupy- 
ing the northwestern corner of Ireland, 
was attached 'to tho Free State. The 
boundary of the State of Northern Ire- 
land, therefore, does not now reach tho 
AtlanMc but turns at Its southwestern 
corner a few miles short of tho coast 
and runs northeastward between Don- 
egal on the west and Fermanagh, Ty- 
rone and Londonderry on tho east to 
Lough Foyle, un Inlet ht tho very top 
of tho Island. The State of Northern 
Irelund, therefore, occupies only a 
small segment In the northeastern cor- 
ner of Ireland. Readjustment of the 
boundary as desired by tho Free State 
would concentrate the northern divi- 
sion still closer Into the northeast 
corner. 

Though small In territory tho State 
of Northern Ireland has a concentrat- 
ed population. Its area Is less than 
one-sixth that of Ireland but It. con- 
tains more than a quarter of the Is- 
land's inhabitants.. 

Donegal Warrricd by Gulf Stream. 

Although In tho samo latitude as 
northern Labrador, Donegal, tho north- 
west county of tho Freo State, enjoys 
tho temperate climate of Virginia. 
ThlsTreedom from severe cold Done- 
gal owes to ono of tho pleasant little 
pranks of tho Gulf stream which 
washes Its rocky const and sends 
warm winds. 

Although slightly smaller than Dela- 
ware, Donegal was In ancient times 
tho kingdom of tho clnn O'Donncll. 
Scattered throughout tho county are 
many Interesting ruined castles of tho 
days of the Irish kings and later strug- 
gles with tho Danes and the English. 
Parts of the country wero hot subju- 
gated .until tho last yean of Queen 
'EllzubeOi'i reign. 



The county Is a land of wild moun- 
tains nnd lakes, less than half of tho 
surface being under cultivation. Ita 
streams are noted for salmon and trout 
fishing. The const Is rocky and In- 
dented, bold headlands jutting out In- 
to the sen. Though boasting nearly 
200 miles of coast lino there nre no 
good harbors from Klllybegs In tho 
Bouth to Lough S willy. In. the north. 
ITye,"oat8 nnd potatoes ore the chief 
crops of the valley farms. In Done- 
gal cottages are woven some of the 
homespun tweeds for jvhlch Ireland Is 
famous. 

Attempts havo been made In recent 
years to give Impetus to the fishing 
industry along the const Fishermen 
still use the undent coracle or skin 
boat without keel or rudder. They are 
easily handled In fine wenther but he- 
come extremely dangerous when surf 
pounds against the rocks. These prim- 
itive bonts probably represent the next 
step in navigation after the raft and 
have not changed during mnny cen- 
turies of use. Now fine seaworthy 
fishing craft nro being Introduced. 

On the north shore of Donegnl ore 
several modern summer resorts with 
luxurious hotels frequented by Irish 
nnd English holiday makers because 
of the excellent golf nnd sea bathing 
to be had there. Two of the best 
known of those gathering places nro 
Ilosapennn and Portsnlon. Further 
south Bundoran, with Its scarred and. 
weather-beaten clIfTs, offers n splendid 
view of the sea. Here three galleons 
of the Spanish Armada, staggering 
homeward 'from the famous defeat In 
tho English channel, were washed 
ashore In a storm and completely 
wrecked. Only a few antique cannon 
nnd anchors were recovered. When 
Philip of Spain learned of the destruc- 
tion of his supposedly Invincible fleet 
he is said to have philosophically re- 
marked that ho had sent them against 
tho English, not the elements. 

Seat of the O'Donnells. 
Donegal town from the dawn of his- 
tory has been the seat of the O'Don- 
nell family. Their ruined castle, 
whose shell has been remarkably well 
preserved. Is still the most Interesting 
sight of the countryside. It remained 
In tho hands of the O'Donnells until 
the days of Charles I when their line 
ran out nnd tho castle passed to Sir 
Basil Brooke, un English Catholic sup- 
porter of the king. Donegal town Is 
now chiefly noted for tho Irish tweeds 
and soft steamer rugs which It ex- 
ports. 

Inhabitants of County Donegnl are 
noted for their courtesy and quick In- 
telligence. Though the district Is poor, 
hospitality Is universal and beggars 
nre rare. Country customs hark back 
to ancient times. It Is n common sight 
to seo women riding pillion fashion 
on horseback, -behind the men, nnd 
bare feet are not unusual. Though ly- 
ing Jn tho fnr* northwest Donegal 
forms a part of the Freo State, Its 
population being largely of Celtic or- 
igin. 

The United Stntes has more than nn 
academic Interest In all that affects 
Ireland. Two of the most important 
streams of Immigration that havo 
reached America como from the Island : 
one the so-called Scotch-Irish from Ul- 
ster; the other, the Irish from south of 
the Ulster line. The Scotch-Irish early 
felt the weight of repressive English 
Inws both In the religious nnd eco- 
nomic fields. They begun emigrating 
to America .In largo numbers during 
tho latter part of the Eighteenth cen- 
tury nnd It Is estimated that they 
made up' one-sixth of all tho colonists 
by tho time of the American Involu- 
tion. They wero prominent In that 
struggle nnd Inter became the fron- 
tiersmen, playing nn importnnt pnrl 
in winning tho Middle West and the 
West. 

Tho mnln stream of Immigration 
from Southern Ireland took place In 
tho Nineteenth century. Tho genius 
of tho newcomers for politics hns 
made Itself felt In local, state and na- 
tional governments.

THE other day a health olncer tacked 
up a scarlet-fever sign on a man's 
house. When night came the owner 
tore It down. The next evening he 
paid n fine of fifty dollars nnd costs 
for Interfering with n health law I 

It seems that this particular house- 
holder was ashamed of tho sign und 
somehow concluded that he was per- 
sonally discredited for having it 
there — a silly notion, of course. 

Disease Is no respecter of persons. 
Like rain. If falls upon the good and 
the had, tho rich and tho poor, the 
wise nnd the foolish. Therefore, un- 
less one tins thoughtlessly or delib- 
erately done something fo direct Ill- 
ness to one's self or others, there Is 
certainly nothing about which to 
blush. In other words. It may be hard 
luck to have n communicable disease 
In one's home, but It most emphatical- 
ly Is not n crime. 

Epidemics nre serious, - costly • and 
deadly things. Quarantine Is designed 
to limit the spread of contagion and 
usually satisfactorily fulldts Its pur- 
pose. In fact. It is tho most success- 
ful public health weapon that cod be 
employed when n communicable dis- 
ease asserts Itself. 

It would be foolish to say that this 
control method Is not n decided Incon- 
venience to the family Involved. But 
tho law of the greatest good to the 
greatest number must always prevail. 
Consequently, Irrespective of tempo- 
rary Inconvenience or desire, under no 
circumstances "crash" a quarantine 
sign. This applies equally to the 
"outs," as well us to the "Ins." 



Vibrating for Health 
FT WAS naturally to be expected that 
* this being an electrical age, mechan- 
ical exercisers would eventually make 
their appearance. And so It has come 
to puss that electricity. In the form of 
vibrating machines, are now literally 
taking the heart out of exercise. 

The value of such a device to those 
whose heart action Is Impaired un 
questionably Is n real one, all other 
things being equal. And for many Inzy 
and extra stout people who absolutely 
refuse to take their exercise by way 
of physical exertion. It will ulso be of 
some benetU. 

•^However, generally speaking, . this 
worthy machine, like every other 
treatment agency, must be handled 
with common sense. It Is quite con- 
ceivable, for example, that a person 
suffering from a sub-ucute case of ap- 
pendicitis would not be very much 
helped by haying the abdomen thus 
mechanically massaged. Indeed, there 
may he any niimbet of slumbering con- 
ditions which would be better off with- 
out the use of such a machine. 

Then, too. there Is a tendency to 
overdo the thing in the desire to mas- 
sage oft fat; nnd In this way delib- 
erately disregard the sensible operat- 
ing rules set down by the manufactur- 
ers of these contrivances. 

It perhaps might be a wise proce- 
dure, therefore, to use the vibrator 
only nfter tho physician advises that 
your physical condition will be bene- 
fited by so doing. 

Present-day civilization Is not nota- 
ble for Its exercise producing tenden- 
cies, which often blinds many to the 
very fundamental fact that the hu- 
man system was constructed on the 
basis of sweat-producing work nnd a 
real use of the body muscles. And 
frankly, nothing has ever been, or will 
be. devised that can fully and entirely 
bo substituted satisfactorily for It. * 
■ If well, and desiring to do so, use n 
vibrator. But don't forget that your 
body needs the good old-fashioned 
garden variety combination of dally 
fresh air and actual exercise also. If 
sick, or near sick, vibrate for health 
only under a physician's order. 

In nny-eveni, keep the vibrators In 
their proper place by not overindulg- 
ing In their use. Treat them with re- 
spect and they will respect you. Vi- 
brate sen si hi j*.

Great Estates Linked 

With Scottish History 

One of tho oldest and most historic 
estates In Scotland, Is Gudglrth, In 
Ayrshire, "six miles from Ayr. For 
centuries it wus tho home of tho 
Chalmers, great chamberlains of Scot- 
land, from whom Doctor Chalmers, 
the famous divine, is said to have 
claimed descent. From nn account 
written by the sheriff of Ayr In 135U, 
"the farthing lands of Gadglrth 
formed part of tho royal domains" or 
"King's Kyle," nnd wero held by tho 
Chalmers family from possibly tho 
Twelfth century. According to the 
authority of Robertson the historian, 
Reginald l>« Camera had a charter 
of the lands after the battle of -Ban- 
nockbura from Hubert the Bruce, al- 
though this does not, however, appear 
among the published charters of that 
monarch's reign. The Orst castle was 
a place of greut strength and jutted 
out Into the Hlvcr Ayr, while In tho 
second, which occupied the, same site 
as tho present mansion house. John 
Knox dispensed tho sacrament, and 
Queen Mury of Scots spent a night 
thoro when lloolng after the bnttle 
of Langslde. Tho estate extends to 
close on 400 acres, and Includes three 
farms.
